This  aristocracy 
Mr.  Johnson  always  hated,  and  when  in 
1861  it  attempted  to  take  the  Southern

Southern  Senators  stood  firmly  to  his 
place  in  f'  •  f^.nntp  and  made  a  gailaut 
and  -d  ’  ind  for  the  Union. 

In  18/.J,  as  the  Governor  of  Tennessee 
Lad  tuna  d  rebel.  President  Liucoln  up- 
]K»inted  ?Jr.  Johnson  War- Governor  of 
the  Slate,  which,  with  characteristic  im- 
p-  lioiism  he  ruled  with  an  iron  hand, 
in  1864  lie  was  placed  on  the  Republican 
ticket  for  Vice-President,  with  Abruhum 
Lincoln  ms  President,  and  elected,  and 
on  the  Mill  of  April,  18C5,  by  the  assass¬ 
ination  of  Liucoln,  Johnson  became  Pre¬ 
sident.

Impounding  Cattle. 

The  unlaw  ful  practice  of  those  citizens 
who  allow  their  cuttle  aud  other  stock  to 
pasture  on  the  public  highways  eauuot 
be  too  strongly  denounced.  Some  peo¬ 
ple  erroneously  think  the  law  can  be 
evaded  l»y  seinhug  out  tbrir  children  to 
wall'll  the  cattle  and  goats  wbfie  they 
gmzc  along  the  streets.  The  law  makes 
no  provision  for  this,  aud  it  can  easily 
be  seen  that  the  unuoyiiuce  to  timid  In¬ 
dies,  the  nuisance  of  littering  the  side¬ 
walks,  and  the  damage  of  having  one’s 
slmde^rees  girdled  by  Ihe  gouts,  is  not 
prevented,  however  closely  the  uuimuls 


lty  of  self-righteousness — it  needs  curb¬ 
ing.  The  recent  elaboration  under  the 
head  Noblesse  Obliye  is  an  example.  With 
an  air  of  stilted  diguity  and  self  conscious¬ 
ness  of  moral  worth,  the  note  of  warning 
is  scKtuded  against  bad  editors,  and  news¬ 
papers — such  as  the  Daily  Advertis  *1  and 
others  that  commouly  give  their  readers 
the  news  instead  of  stupid,  long-wiuded 
“lectures,  essays  und  editorials.”  Be¬ 
cause  such  papers  have  the  enterprise  to 
publish  what  the  people  demand  and  ex¬ 
pect  to  read  ;  because  they  are  indepen¬ 
dent,  and  ddn’t  knuckle  down  to  “patri¬ 
cian  dignity.”  nor  pulliate  iuiquity,  but 
rather  expose  wickedness  when  it  needs 
ventilation  .they  most  therefore  bo  brand¬ 
ed  us  scorpions  aud  vipers  1 

There  is  an  old  adage  which  comes  in 
just  here  :  “Physician,  heal  thyself  !” — 
also  the  text  :  “Bewure  of  the  leave u  of 
hypocrisy.”  Unless  the  Double- Heuder 
has  quite  lately  reformed,  its  sermoniz¬ 
ing  lacks  that  very  es-eutial  element, 
sincerity.  How  much  integrity  of  pur¬ 
pose,  or  true  dignity,  is  there  iu  a  labored 
essay  put  forth  under  the  dissembling 
cloak  of  morality  w  hen  the  bottom  object 
is  the  mean,  groveling,  satuuic  trick  of 
trying  to  injure  a  rival  iu  business  ?  They 
who  practice  it  may  call  it  nobleness, 
“patrician  dignity,”  or  what  they  will. 
We  cull  it  hypocrisy  and  cowardice  of 
the  most  degraded  kind. 

It  is  a  sound  principle  in  ethics 
that  those  who  essay  to  teach  purity 
should  themselves  be  above  reproach. 
Saints  turn  with  sorrow  audsiuuers  with 
derision  from  those  who  assume  to  in¬ 
culcate  virtues  they  do  not  possess — who 
extol  aud  preach  a  morality  they  do  not 
practice.

Mil  Editor.— It  was  with  pleasure 
that  I  took  up  thf  last  Record,  not  so 
much  for  the  general  information  it  con¬ 
tained  as  for  the  account  it  gave  of  the 
School  Meeting,  a  meetiug  I  had  a  g«>od 
deal  of  interest  in,  and  was  very  aorn 
uot  to  be  able  to  attend.  These  School 
Meetings  are  the  , most  important  meet¬ 
ings  held  to  act  on  public  affairs  in  tlie 
township.  If  the  Schools  are  properly 
sustained  and  judiciously  conducted, 
they  will, bring  all  other  private  aud  pub¬ 
lic  reforms  nnd  improvements  in  their 
truin.  Au  ignorant  community  will -not 
seek  to  better  its  condition. 

It  is  a  mutter  of  regret  that  aay  one  in 
tlie  district  should  be  opposed  to  main¬ 
taining  the  very  best  of  public  schools, 
and  especially  the  High  SchooL  Our 
educational  advantages  should  be  equal 
to  the  wants  of  our  wealthiest  citizens 
They  pay  a  large  proportion  of  the  taxes, 
aud  if  they  will,  as  it  seems  desirable 
they  should,  vote  the  money  and  take 
care  to  secure  such  schools ^is  they  desire 
for  the  education  of  their  own  children, 
they  con  in  most  cases  seijiire,  even  in  a 
district  like  onrs,  ull  tho  /advantages  of 
the  best  schools,  aud  at  Abo  sumo  time 
keep  their  children  under  home  iufla- 
ence. 

When  those  who  pay  but  a  small  part 
of  the  tuxes  vote  sums  of  money  against 
the  wishes  of  the  large  tax-payers,  it  has 
the  semblance  of  unfairness,  but  in  the 
case  of  schools  the  iuterests  of  nil  parties 
are  the  same  or  at  least  the  wants  of  all 
pleasautly  commingle.  The  High  School 
will  exert  a  healthy  influence  ou  tho  low¬ 
er  departments  ami  they  again  will  re-act 
on  the  High  School,  und  those  who  have 
no  children  may  stand  ami  see  the  pro 
cess,  with  the  pleasing  satisfaction  “it 
pays  more  thuu  it  costs.”
